“It can be made plain,” he said, 
“that if the strategy we have es- 
tablished is maintained and the 
battle not halted By change in the 
midst of action, we shall win.” 

Tells of. Better Business, 

As indications »f--better times 
ahead, he said-that since it became 
known that the“destructive” propo- 
sails of the Democratic House had 
been stopped over $300,000,000 of 
gold had flowed into the United 
States from abroad, $250,000,000 
of currency had come out of 
hoarding at home, the values of 
bonds had risen 20 per cent and 
manufacturing activity had in- 
creased over 10 percent. The gain. 
in textiles, he said, had been more 
than 50 per cent. 

Further indications of the same 
sort were the recent increase in 
building contracts and car loadings, 
the rise in exports and imports, the 
virtual cessation of bank failures, 
the expansion of credit and the gain 
in agricultural prices, “although 
they are still hideously low.” 

From what he called the refusal 
of the Democratic presidential can- 
didate to disavow the “destructive” 
policies of the Democratic House, 
“he said it could only be inferred 
that the same program would again 
be produced if the Democrats 
should come into power. 

He ‘chaged specifically that the 
Democratic candidate had refused 
to give the country “the assurance 
it deserves” that he would not sup- 
port the prepayment of the soldier 
bonus. 

In his second section, the Pres- 
ident took caustic issue with the 
Roosevelt charge of financial mis- 
management by the Hoover admin- 
istration. Adopting a vigorous of- 
fensive, he said that much had 
been accomplished in the way of 
economy and that much more 
would have been accomplished but 
for obstruction by the Democratic 
House. 

“The ordinary expenses of the 
Federal Government except for re- 
lief purposes,” he said, “have been 
reduced, while those of the Gov- 
ernment of New York State have 
been increased. Moreover, there 
will be proof that the Governor of 
New York, no doubt through ig- 
norance of our fiscal system of 
through misinformation supplied to 
him, and totally ignoring the action 
of the Democratic House of Repre- 
sentatives, has broadcast a mis- 
statement of facts. In conse- 
quence his conclusions are amaz- 
ingly removed from the truth.” 

Cites Few “Misstatements.” 

Since it would “take hours” to 
deal with all the statements of the 
Democratic candidate that were not 
“in accordance with fact,” the 
President said he would confine 
himself to “a few representative 
misstatements. “In saying that the 
ordinary expenses of the Govern- 
ment increased by a billion-dollars 
from 1927 to 1931, Roosevelt erred, 
the President charged, in leaving 
out of account the reduction. of 
$268,000,000 in service on the pub- 
lic debt between the two years. 

This reduction was described by 
the President as a “true economy in 
government.” 

Again, he said that Roosevelt 
neglected to tell the country that 
the increase in expenditures for 
1931 over those of 1927 was due 
almost wholly to depression relief 
measures. If these emergency ap- 


propriations were left out of the 


calculation, the President said, it 
would be seen that the ordinary 
costs of the Federal Government 
were less in 1931 than 18927. 

He said that if the Governor had 
wanted to be fair, he would have

The President commented tartly 
on Roosevelt's promise to reduce 
Federal expenses by a Dillion a 
year. He said that if the Demo- 
cratic candidate would compare the 
total expenditures for 1932 with 
the estimated total for the current 
fiscal year ending next June, he 
would discover that the billion of 
saving had already been accom- 
plished, “even though we are still 
struggling with: expenditures forced 
upon us by the Democratic House.” 


“If we are supported by the 
American people and if the Demo- 
cratic House will-ee-dperate,”. Mr. 
Hoover said, “£ will. Make for’ the 
next fiscal yer & Fedtiction from 
the totals of 1932, not of a billion 
but of a billion and a half.” 

He called upon Roosevelt to tell 
just how he proposed to make a 
saving of a billion dollars in the 
ordinary routine expenses of the 
Government. For the current fis- 
cal year these are estimated at $3,- 
647,000,000. Of this total, according 
to the President, $1,980,000,000 is 
jfor the public debt and other fixed 
obligations and for the army and 
navy. He added that “in the pres- 
ent disturbed state of the world we 
must not further reduce our de- 
fenses without a general agree- 
ment on reduction of arms.” 

“Thus,” he continued, ‘“‘the Gov- 
ernor must find a cut of a billion 
dollars out of the remaining $1,- 
667,000,000 of ordinary routine gov- 
ernment expenditures. Of this sum, 
$946,000,000 is for veterans and 
$216,000,000 for ordinary public 
works, while all other costs of 
government are about $505,000,000. 

. Where Rash Promises Lead, 

“Assuming the wildest estimate, 
that these services could. be re- 
duced by one-half, that half the

In his part three the President 
attacked the spending record of the 
Democratic House and its resist- 
ance, aS he said, to his repeated 
economy recommendations.

Oratory Instead of Facts. 

After his detailed indictment of 
the House record, the President 
summed up: 

“If there is a deficit this year, it 
will be due to the Democratic 
members of Congress. We had 
vast amount of oratory from the 
Democratic side on the subject of 
economy during the whole session. 
This oratory, instead of the facts, 
seems to have lodged in the mine 
of the Democratic candidate. 

“And now these gentlemen arise 
to say that the Republican admin- 
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istration is to blame if the budget 
is not precisely balanced. I am 
well aware that progress in a de- 
mocracy requires co-operation and 
compromise on matters that do not 
involve great principles, but it is 
not for the Democratic leaders to 
rise now and talk of economy and 
reduction of Government expenses 
after their attempts to foist §$3,- 
500,000,000 of further expenditures 
on the Government, which we 
stopped, and after their failure to 
reduce expenses by some $200,000,- 
000 to $300,000,000 which they re- 
fused, and after their forcing 
$322,000,000 new expenditures up- 
on us after our most strenuous op- 
position. The expenditures foF this 
fiscal year would be $500,000,000 
less had our demands been heed- 
ed.” : 
Labyrinth of Inaccuractes. 

The President charged that 
Roosevelt had “involved himself in 
a labyrinth of inaccurate state- 
ments in trying to prove that the 
Secretary of the Treasury made er- 
rors in his ontigates of future rev- 
enue.” 

In reply to Roosevelt’s ‘sthtement 
that the administration had jeopar- 
dized the credit of the Government, 
he pointed to the fact that 10 
days ago the Treasury sold $500,- 
000,000 of notes at 3 per cent in- 
terest. 

“The Governor's labored charge 
that for some sinister purpose the 
facts were misrepresented or con- 
cealed from the people is too silly 
to merit serious consideration;” he 
said. “The actual Federal expen- 
ditures and receipts are issued to 
the public every day in the year at 
9:30 o’clock in the morning.” 

Roosevelt’s “Fantastic” Plan. 

In séction seven, the President 
struck hard at a’statement by Gov. 
Roosevelt, in at published letter, 
pledging his support to whatever 
measures he might deem necessary. 
“For inaugurating self-liquidating 
public works, such as utilization of 
cur water resources, flood control 
and land recidimation, to provide 
for all ‘surplus labor at all times.” 

This letter, says Hoover, held out 
the hope to 10,000,000 unemployed 
men and women that they would 
be given jobs by the Government. 
No government, he said, could fui- 
fill such a promise, and he deemed 
it “utterly .wrong to delude suffer- 
ing men and women ‘with such as- 
surances,” 

This whole plan of Gov. Roose- 
velt, continued the President, was 
“fantastic,” ag no appreciable frac- 
tion of the unemployed could be 
given jobs in the manner indicated. 
He said that to give a living wage 
to the 10,000,000 unemployed in 
this way would cost the Gévern- 
ment from nine>-to twelve billions 
a year, the borrowing of which 
“would suck the resourcés from the 
industry and commerce and cause 
unemployment to other millions.” 

He declared that in the United 
States today there were enovgh 
self-liquidating projects of the kind 
indicated to give employment to 
only a small fraction of those need- 
ing work, and that all such avail- 
able projects were already under 
consideration by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. Besides he 
added, if there were projects be- 


yond the resources of the R. F. C.,, 


at least a year or two of technical 


aiwork would be required before 


they could be put into operation. 
Finally, in his view, the Roosevelt 
proposal would increase farm pro- 
Guction at a time when “our farm- 
ers are already paralyzed by enor- 
thous surpluses” and it “would erect 
the most gigantic bureaucracy in 
all history." 

“Above all,” he said, “I ask you 
whether or not such frivolous 
} promises and dreams should be 
| held out to suffering unemployed 
people. Is this the new déal?”

KILLS HIS DIVORCED WIFE,

The Upward Trend. 

Contrary to the usual seasonal 
trend, building contractors have 
steadily increased. The Department 
of Commerce shows that over 
180,000 workers returned to the 
manufacturing industry in August, 
360,000 more in September and 
there is evidence of even a still 
larger number in October. Car- 
loadings have increased from 490,- 
000 per week to 650,000 per week, 
showing the increased volume of 
materials movéng. Exports and/! 
imports have increased nearly 23 
per cent. Agricultural prices, al- 
ways the last to move, have im- 
proved from their low points, al- 
though they >re still hideously low. 
Bank failures have almost ceased, 
credit has begun to expand. Every 
week some improvement is_re- 
corded somewhere, 

As I have said, improvement 
would have begun four months 
earlier but for the fear of the de- 
structive Democratic program. 

We would be moving faster in 
the restoration of farm prices and 
employment but for the threat that 
these destructive measures will be 
reviewed by a change at this elec- 
tion. The Democratic candidate for 
President has refused to renounce 
or disavow these destructive meas- 
ures, or to give. the country the as- 
surance it deserves that he w ill 
not be a party to these measures 
including the prepayment of the 
bonus.

Billion and Half Cut. 

But more than this—if the eco- 
nomics proposed by this admin- 
istration had been accepted by the 
Democratic House there would 
have been for the current year a 
further saving of at least half a 
billion more. If we are supported 
by the American people and if the 
Democratic House will co-operate 
I will make for the next fiscal year 
a reduction from the totals of 
1932, not for a billion, but of $1,- 
500,000,000.

The Governor’s Problem. 


Thus the Governor must find a 
cut of $1,000,000,000 out of the re- 
maining $1,667,000,000 of ordinary 
routine Government expenditures. 
Of this sum, $946,000,000 is fer 
veterans and ‘$216,000,000 for or- 
dinary public works, while all other 
costs of government are about 
$505,000,000. The~—last item in- 
cludes the conduct of Congress. The 
judiciary, prisons, tax collection, 
accounting, foreign relations, pub- 
lic health, maintenance of light- 
houses and airways, merchant ma- 
rines, education, agriculture, var- 
ious scientific bureaus and a host 
of other critically important ser- 
vices. Assuming the wildest es- 
timate that these services could 
be reduced by one-half, that half 
the lighthouses could be  ex- 
tinguished, half the Federal pris- 
oners turned loose on the public, 
the Governor would still have to 
find $750,000,000 of economy. 


Even if’ he stopped all public 
works he would finally have to 
take $500,000,000 of the $946,;000,- 
000 which the veterans receive. 
That would be a gross injustice. 
But that is where rash promises 
will inevitably lead. The Gover- 
nor points with satisfaction to the 
increase in expenditures of the De- 
partment of Commerce under my 
administration. He neglects to 
inform the American people that 
these increases were nearly all 
due to the transfer of bureaus to 
that department with correspond- 
ing decrease in expenditures in 
other departments. 


Wholesale Pawn Broking.’ 

Various conferences were  car- 
ried on in an endeavor to arrive at 
an adequate relief bill, expending 
activities of Reconstruction Cor- 
poration but the Democratic lead- 
ers insisted not upon economy but 
upon inclusion in it of a new item 
of $322,000,000 of further expendi- 
tures from the Federal treasury.

Government by the Democratic 
leaders. 

If there is a deficit this year, it 
will be due to the Democratic 
members of Congress. We had a 
vast amount of oratory from the 
Democratic side on the subject of 
economy during the whole session. 
This oratory, instead of facts, 
seems to have lodged in the mind 
of the Democratic carididate. 

Reminders to Democrats. 

And now these gentlemen. arise 
to say that the Republican admin- 
istration is to blamé if the budget 
is not precisely balanced.

He ignores the fact that 
Federal budget estimates are made 
in October for the year beginning 
the following July. He would ap- 
pear to expect that by crystal gaz- 
ing or by astrology the Secretary 
would have been able to prophecy 
the revenues a year ahead in the 
midst of the greatest crisis in his- 
tory, and to have thus anticipated 
the effect of every crash in the 
world upon our revenues, I wish 
it were possible for human beings 
to predict the action of a Demo- 
cratic House a year or two in ad- 
vance. If we had béen able to do 
this we could have interpreted the 
effect on the revenues and budget 
of the actions of the last Congress 
and their disturbances in-the whole 
economic system and their foray 
on the Treasury. 

In this particular the Governor 
might be interested to’ know that 
certain Deffiocratic leaders in Con- 
gress publicly protested that no 
taxes should be imposed at all or 
that they should be delayed still 
another year, and that we should 
continue to live off our fate. The 
administration was the first to in- 
sist that the undermined revenues 
of the country should be increased 
as a fundamental necessity to the 
maintenance of stability of the 
United States Government.

The Thing of Importance. 

Now I want to address myself to 
the constructive policies of my ad- 
ministration and the Republican 
party and in addressing myself to 
this task" I want to address myself 
to the man who has a job, to the 
man who has no.job and is look- 
ing for one, to the farmer and the 
business man who are in difficulty.

This did not appear in the press 
until Oct. 13, when it was pub- 
lished in a leading New York jour- 
nal. It was republished on the 
fourteenth and on the fifteenth it 
was again published with the state- 
ment, quoted from Gov. Roosevelt, 
that it was substantially correct.

“FIRST VOTE FOR ROOSEVELT | 


1E. Curry of Tammany. 


The religious and racial elements 
are strong factors in New York 
politics. Roosevelt, a Protestant, 
has on his ticket a Catholic and a 
Jew. This fact is partly if not 
mainly responsible for the record- 
preaking registcation in New York 
City this year. 

In 1928, upstate New York gave 
Hoover a majority of 557,286 votes 
over Smith. One of the reasons for 
the large Republican vote was 
Smith’s religion. 
have not this advantage this year. 
In addition, the Republican gub- 
ernatorial candidate, Col. .William 
J. Donovan, a former assistant to 
the Attornéy-General, is a Cath- 
olic. 

“Wild Bill” Donovan, the Colonel 
of the old “Fighting 69th” regiment 
of the Rainbow Division, is the only 
real vote-getter on the local Re- 
publican ticket. The other candi- 
dates are George Z. Medalie, a for- 
mer Federal District Attorney, for 
Senator, and a Brooklyn real es- 
tate dealer, Lewis H. Pounds, for 
Mayor of New York City. 


The Hofstadter Incident. _ 
The “breaks” for Roosevelt in 
the local political situation have 


been coincidentally against Hoo- 
ver. The Republicans had expect- 
ed to exploit the Walker scandal 
to their own advantage. They 
reckoned without Samuel H. Hof- 
stadter, the Republican chairman 
of the Walker Investigation Com- 
mittee, the logical man to tell from 
the stump the story of Walker- 
Tammany mess in New York City. 
Tammany was afraid of Hofstadter 
and closed his mouth effectively by 
indorsing him for Justice of thé 
Supreme Court of New York, a 14- 
year job with an annual salary of 
$25,000. 

When this deal hecame known, 
W. Kingsland Macy, the Republic- 
an State Chairman, immediately 
demanded that Hofstadter repudi- 
ate the indorsement. Hofstadter 
defied his political superior. The 
Bar Association of the City of New 
York investigated the deal, and de- 
manded chat Hofstadter withdraw 
‘his candidacy. He refused. The 
Bar Association uncovered some- 
thing else—that Macy himself had 
secured the indorsement of Sam 
' Koenig, Republican boss, for Aaron 
Steuer, son of Max Steuer, the le- 
gal adviser of Tammany, for a 
similar position on the bench. This 
made another scandal, and the 
New York newspapers demanded 
that both Steuer and Hofstadter be 
kept off the bench. Macy no 
longer hopes to make capital of 
the Walker-Tammany scandals. 
Hofstadter is silenced. The Re- 
publicans have lost a good cam- 
paign issue and Roosevelt is the 
gainer. 

The Republicans are now count- 
ing on Curry and Walker to knife 
Roosevelt in New York City. Smith 
carried the city by a majority of 
453,805 over Hoover in 1928. “The 
Republicans declare that Roose- 
velit, now that Curry and Walker 
are hostile to him, cannot hope for 
any such majority. The Repub- 
licans, of course, admit that Roose- 
velt will carry the city, but they 
refuse to predict his majority. They 
merely say that his city majority 
will be. wiped out by Hoover's up- 
state majority. They likewise ad- 
mit that Hoover’s 1928 upstate ma- 
jority of 557,296 will be consider- 
ably cut down this year. 

What Polls Indicate. 

The latest poll of the Literary 
Digest does not support the Re- 
publican claims. The leaders say 
that they are not interested in 
these polls. . Théy add that, at best, 
polls reflect the sentiment of last 
month and that the trend is now 
for Hoover. That is the position 
the Democrats took four years ago. 

The -week’s Digest poll gave 
Roosevelt 159,428 straw votes to 
148,796 for Hoover. Projected to 
a total state vote of 4,000,000 this 
ratio would give Roosevelt a major- 
ity of 136,000. 

The latest polls of New York by 
the Hearst newspapers give form to 
the Republican claims. This week’s 
poll credits Hoover with 27,975 
votes and Roosevelt ~ 25,522, or 
Hoover 52.2 per cent, Roosevelt 
47.8 per cent. These percentages 
applied to 4,000,000 votes would 
give Hoover a majority of 176,000. 

The Democrats are greatly im- 
pressed by polis this year and has 
a statistician to interpret them. 
He is E. E. Hurja, who has the 
co-operation of Prof. Claude E., 
Robinson of Columbia University, 
the recognized authority on straw 
votes. 

Both Hurja and Robinson insist 
that the Digest and the Hearst 
polls must be corrected before they 
can accurately reflect the true 
sentiment of the voters. 

Expert Explanation, 

Hurja declares that the Digest 
poll, corrected on calculations 
based on how the same voters cast 
their ballots in 1928, should give 
Roosevelt 63.76 per cent of the 
New York votes instead of the sim- 
ple. 51.7 per cent. Using this cor- 
rected figure, Hurja says that 
Roosevelt's New York majority 
should be 1,091,000. 


The Hearst poll, Hurja explains, 
should be correcte@d by the addi- 
tion of 13.76 per cent to the sim- 
ple 47.? per cent. This correctca 
percentage would give Roosevelt a 
majority of 870,000 in the State. 

Prof. Rebinson, .using a «'ffer- 
ent method of calculating correc. 
tions, has computed that, on tho 
basis of the latest Digest figures, 
Roosevelt should carry the State by 


756,000 votes,

This, he quickly adds, will be wiped 
out by the overwhelming majorities 
in the five boroughs of New York 
City. ’ 

As yet, neither the Digest or the 
Hearst newspapérs, have an- 
nounced their segregation of the 
upstate and New York City votes. 
When those are available the ana- 
lytically minded can make more 
detailed computations of the state 


vote, 
Where the Secret Lies. 


Roosevelt was re-elected Gover- 
nor of New York two years ago 
with a majority of 700,000. ‘This 
is evidence that he is popular up- 
state. The Digest polls of upstate 
cities like Buffalo, Rochetser and 
Albany give Hoover far lower ma- 
jorities than he received in 1928. 
The decisive factor will ‘be 
Roosevelt's majority in the _ five 
boroughs of New York City. If 
Roosevelt can do as well as Smith 
did in 1928, he has a good chance 
of carrying the State. Whoever 
knows how many votés Curry and 
Walker control and what they will 
do with these votes can forecast 
into which column the State will 
fall on Nov. 8,

A 
year previously the deficit had 
been $96,842.

During the last fiscal year the 
city canceled $4,160,000 in matured 
and unmatured bonds, including 
$2,078,000 in water bonds, and it 
finished the year with $6,001,015 in 
the sinking fund.

The bond issue is needed, the 
manual points out, because of the! 
heavy increase in demands upon 
relief agencies which estimate they 
will be required to assist an average 
of 25,000 families each month next 
year. The high mark for 1932, it 
is set out, was 25,769 families in 
May. 

Should the bond issue be defeat- 
ed, the manuai states, there will be 
but two . alternativs: The city 
must provide funds from some oth- 
er source, with a consequent in- 
crease-in taxes, or “thousands of 
hungry families will be turned 
away to shift for themselves, and 
St. Louis must prepare to witnéss 
distress on a scale nevér béfore ex- 
perienced in the history of the city. 
All Bonds Not to Be Sold at Once. 


If the bond issue is approved, all 
the bonds will not be sold at once, 
but they will be issued as needed 
and the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment will make appropria- 
tions to the Citizens’ Committee on 
Relief and Employment from 
month to month. The total se- 
cured by voluntary contributions 
will be budgeted according to an- 
ticipated collections, and the city’s 
appropriations will be to make up 
deficits in the budgets of the re- 
lief agencies. 

A question in the manual asks to 
what extent bond issue funds will 
be used to create jobs for the un- 
employed and the answer is given 
that an undetermined portion will 
be used for that purpose. City de- 
partments will be asked to outline 
work which can be done but which 
does not fall within their present 
budgets, and “work relief will be 
provided in as large a measure as 
possible. Jobs will be given to per- 
sons on relief rolis and supervision 
will be furnished, so far as is pos- 
sible, by city departments.” 

The bonds, if authorized, are to 
be redeemed out of proceeds from 
toll charges on the Municipal 
Bridge, the manual points out, and 
will not require any increase in 
general taxes. This method was 
chosen, it was said, because it was 
agreed that general taxes should 
not be increased and the bridge toll 
was regarded as the least burden- 
some special tax. The toll charges 
are 10 cents for private and 15 
|'cents for commercial vehicles. 


Can Be Retired in Six years. 

The manual estimates that the 
'ponds, if authorized, may be retiréd 
‘in six years, instead of eight or 10 
years which have been mentioned 
in previous estimates. It is unlike- 
ly, the manual states; that the full 
$4,600,000 bond issue will be sold. 

The money is to be spent, the 
manual points out, through the es- 


tablished relief agencies affiliated } 


with the Citizens’ Committee. These 
are the Provident Association, St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, Salvation 
Army, Bureau for Homeless Men, 
Red Cross, Jewish Federation and 
Children’s Aid Society. 

“To make it possible for these 
agencies to carry a relief burden 
greatly in excess of their regular 
budgets,” the manual explains, 
“the Citizens’ Committee reim- 
burses the agencies, at the end of 
each month, for their over-expen- 
diture during the month. In this 
way there is a monthly check and 
no money is appropriated on mere 
estimates, but only after funds 
Have actually been disbursed. 

“In addition to the agencies men- 
tioned, the Citizens’ Committee op- 
erates a Citizens’ Application Bu- 
reau, @ Clothing Bureau, a Free 
Employmént Bureau; a distribution 
department for Government and 
donated goods and a community 
garden. 

“The same basis of minimum 
cost consistent with efficiency 
whichhas characterized St. Louis 
relief work in the past will De em- 
ployed. The co-ordination of ef- 
forts of existing agencies’ through 
the Citizens’ Committee has been 
highly commended by the Russell 
Sage Foundation for its economy 
and efficiecny. 

“Salaries a Negligible Fraction.” 
S“While trained and intelligent 
personnel is essential in handling 
the complicated problems of pro- 
viding relief of various kinds -for 
some 25,000 families a month, sal- 
aries and investigation costs form 

a negligible fraction of the total 
miianees: The Citizens’ Commit- 
tee enrploys professional workers 
who have been trained in relief 
problems and has found this plan 
is the most economical and effi- 
cient that can be employed. 

The bond issue proposition will 
appear on a separate ballot at the 
election with the three proposed 
constitutional amendments.

Motor Analyzer 


Proves Usefulness 
In Practical Tests 


As a result of the service meet- 
ing heid to expiain the Weidenhoff 
metor analyzer under the auspices 
of the F. S Wiemeyer Co., last 
Tuesday evening, a number of dif- 
ficult cases in motor djagnosis were 
presented. 

There were two instances of 
hard starting which the motor 
analyzer revealed, through fts gen- 
eral ignition test, to be due to lost 
voltage from battery to coil. This 
test. one of the principal ones of 
the motor analyzer, showed that it 
is only by an actual test. such as 
given by this equipment, that the 
true condition of cables and wiring 
can be revealed, showing that 
casual inspection will mot reveal 
one of the causes of hard starting. 

Another mstance was a six-cylin- 
der car that performed “satisfac- 
torily except at higher speeds, but 
it developed a sluggishness which 
could not be checked out of the 
points coil, condenser or carbure- 
tor or timing, either as to distribu- 
ter or valves. A check-up on the 
analyzer revealed that the auto- 
matic advance brought about Dy 
the action of the governor weight 
was not functioning properly.

‘Racket in Reclaimed 


Oil for Motor Cars 
Charged After Survey 


Reclaimed oil or, as it is termed 
in trade circles, “slop” oil, is the 
basis of a new and rapidly spread- 
ing racket. according to the re- 
search department of the Sinclair 
Refining Se. So-called “slop” oil 
is produced from crankcase drain- 
ings after use for anywhere from 
500 to 5000 miles of travel im pas- 
senger cars, trucks and other motor 
vehicles. 

The ofl “processed” from these 
worn-out drainings often is sold to 
unwary motorists as fresh, ciean 
lubricant. The “switch” may be 
the work of a filling station at- 
tendant, who substitutes the re- 
claimed product for a branded oil 
and pockets the difference in price. 
or the reclaimed oil may be repre- 
sented as an efficient. straicht- 
from-the-refinery lubricant and 
sold at a price leading the motori+t 
to believe he can save money on oil. 

In either case, a very inferior oti 
go0es into the crankcase and even- 
tually imefficient ivubrication leads 
to motor trouble and repair bills 
Further, such of] usually has a 
high consumption rate. and purely 
on this basis may be more expen- 
sive than a branded oii in spite of 
a lower original unit cost. 

Reclamation of crankcase drain- 
ings is becoming well organized in 
big cities where millions of gallons 
of worn-out oil are available for 
“treatment” annually. Regular 
collections are made by the “re- 
claimers™ and the drainings are 
given a processing which in many 
cases may oe no more than filter- 
ing to remove some of the dirt 
grit and minute, metallic chippings. 
in other cases the oil also may be 
passed through improvised stilts 
which, however, are not adequate 
to the removal of the gasoline and 
naphtha content of used metor oil. 

The resulting “slop” oil: may 
appear fairly clean, but it has poor 
stability, high acidity. poor oxida- 
tion test, also other undesirable 
features, and retains much of the 
residue accumulated im previous 
crankcase service. 

As the drainings are obtained at 
little or no cost. the reclaimed 
product can be sold at a very low 
price to filling stations that cater 
te cut-price business or are not 
abeve giving a transient customer 
“stop™ oil at the price of a good 
product. 

The growth of the reclaiming 
“Industry” and the substitution 
racket is one of the reasens wh: 
the big refining companies empha- 
size the importance to motorists of 
demanding a branded oil and of be. 
ing sure that it is obtained.

How Machinery Has Cut 

Down Use of Man-Power. 

To carry the last example farther, the 
charts disclosed. that in 1900, 600,000,000 
man-hours were needed to produce 11,000,000 
tons of steel. In 1929 770,000,000 man-hours 
produced 58,000,000 tons of steel. 

In the mass production industries the 
downward movements of the man-hours per 
unit curves were more precipitate. For ex- 
ample, one automobile required 1291 man- 
hours to produce in 1904; by 1919 the num- 
ber of man-hours required dropped to 303, 
and by 1929 to 92. . 

In some instancés the downward movement 
of this curve has been sharpened by the de- 
pression. In 1930 the tobacco industry was 
using a machine that made 560 cigarettes a 
minute; by 1932 the industry was using a ma- 
chine that made 2600 cigarettes a minute. 

The Federal Reserve report ‘for August 
shows that employment in the tobacco in- 
dustry has dropped from the 1923-25 aver- 
ages of 100 to 79.1 in 1931 and to 68.3 in 
August, 1932, and that payrolls have drop- 
ped from the 1923-25 average of 100 to 66.3 
in 1931 and to 49.4 in August this year. And 
although consumption has fallen off during 
1831 -and 1932 in this so-called depression- 
proof industry, one large tobacco company has 
announced that its estimated earnings for 
this year would be larger than in 1931. 


Describes One Machine That 

Displaces 10,000 Workmen. 

Scott and his associates deny the old 
theory that the work required to build the 
labor’ saving devices tended to balance the 
number of persons thrown out of employ- 


“The electrical industry,” said Scott, “is 
now using a new machine capable of produc- 
ing 442 light bulbs a minute. One of these 
machines displaces 10,000 workers. Give me 
37 skilled mechanics in a modern machine tool 
shop and I can produce this new machine in 
six weeks. The six weeks’ work of 37. men 
would result in the permanent displacement 
of 10,000 workers.”

Technocracy Is Government

Technocracy, according to Scott, means gov- 
ernment by science, or more specifically, by 
the. industrial. sciences.

United States and Canada.

complete revolution that will sweep aside na- 

tional boundaries and class privileges and give 
rise to technicians comparable to the Ameri- 
can. 

“The United States and Canada, because of 
their resources, economic and social cultures, 
and general objectives have become the most 
highly mechanized countries in the world. The 
per capita electric power consumption in both 
countries is far beyond what Europeans will 
attain for many years to come. Our con- 
sumption, because of our resources, will in- 
crease even more rapidly. 


Machine Age Lays Grip 


on 90 Pct. of Inhabitants. 

“The highly mechanized state of these two 
countries has resulted in a condition where 
$0 per cent of the inhabitants of a huge con- 
tinental area are integrated into a colossal 
and complex industrial society. The Hves of 
60 per cent of these inhabitants are so nice- 
ly adjusted in the industrial machine that 
if there is a major miscalculation or accident 
in one part, the whole mechanism is affect- 
ed. . This is not true in Europe, although as 
mechanization continues there, the same prob- 
lems will arise. 

“The displacement of men by machines has 
gone forward with relentless rapidity in the 
United States and Canada. The depression 
has accelerated the movement in some in- 
dustries. There is now a machine that can 
produce 10,000 automobile chassis frames a 
day and only 208 men are required to put 
the finishing touthes to this output. In New 
Jersey a mechanically operated rayon yarn 
factory is nearing completion. It will pro- 
duce yarn 24 hours a day without a single 
worker in the plant.

Original Industrial Revolution. 

“The original industrial revolution caused 
severe hardships for many decades. After 
1850, however, displaced workers were gradu- 
ally reabsorbed in the general industrial ex- 
pansion. Machinery and equipment could be 
made only by hand tool methods. Now, even 
machine tools are mechanically produced. 

“The development of new industries today 
does not mean any considerable increase in 
national employment except temporarily. The

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Boss Since 96. Gets His Power 


Careful Cultivation of the Possibilities in Kansas City and Jackson County 
_ Have Given Him the Biggest Block of Controlled Votes in the State; Chauncey I. 
' Filley, the Only Other Boss Who Tried to Run the State, Failed in the Attempt

long since Missouri has seen a State boss 

of either party. City and county. bosses 
have: flourished and have faded, but not for 
36 years has one man imposed his will and 
his choice on the makers of a State ticket, as 
Boss Thomas J. Pendergast did when he con- 
strained Missouri Democracy to accept his 
hand-picked candidate for the governorship. 

The late Chauncey I. Filley did very much 
the same thing with the Republican State con- 
vention of 1896, when he pushed aside three 
heavily backed and highly ballyhooed aspir- 
ante for the governorship, and put a little 
known man of his own selection at the head 
of the State ticket. Filley’s man was beaten 
in the election, and his power in city and 
State waned soon afterward. 

Other names are brought to mind by the 
monosyliable “Boss,’”’ but they are the names 
of local, not State figures. " “Col.’? Edward 
Butler was a party, even a bi-partisan, boss; 
but he knew his limitations, and did not seek 
to extend his pdwer beyond the city streets 
over which he rode in his rubber-tired storm 
buggy. Jeptha D. Howe and Fred Essen were 
powerful personages in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County respectively, and Howe had the 
ear of President Taft in that ruler’s brief 
heyday; but neither ever pretended to carry 
Missouri in his. vest pocket. 

In Kansas City, in recent years, the strug- 
gles of Pendergast, Joseph B. Shannon and 
Casimir Welch for local control were of some 
interest to outstate Democrats, who talked of 
the “goats” and the “rabbits,” without seem- 
ing to fear that either would overrun rural 
soil. 


Setting the Stage for Rise 
to Power of Pendergast. 


It took a whole series of circumstances to 
set the scene for Pendergast’s surprising dem- 
onstration of statewide power this year. 
First, local rivalries had subsided. Shannon 
had “gone statesman,” and was lecturing on 
Jefferson in the interludes of his congression- 
al duties. Welch had accepted a secondary 
place in the local machine, and was content- 
edly “going along’ with the boss’ program.

Hadley days. And like a gift from the gods 
came the impasse at Jefferson City which de- 
termined that Missouri’s 13 Congressmen 
should be elected on a ticket at large. 

Controlling the biggest block of Democrat- 
ic votes in the State, Pendergast had only to 
wait for the candidates to beat a path to his 
door. Other things being equal, or any- 
where near to equality, the candidates for 
whom Pendergast plumped his votes in the 
August primary would be found on the State 
ticket in November. And now that every 
Missouri Congressman must be nominated 
and elected by the whole State, the congres- 
sional ticket was equally dependent on the 
big vote-bestowing agency. 

Last March, Pendergast was strong enough, 
at the State delegate convention in St. Louis, 
to exclude United States Senator Hawes from 
a Senator’s traditional place as a delegate- 
at-large to the national convention, and to 
{put over a “straight eight” of delegates ap- 
proved by himself. 

The Big Test of the Primary 

and the Resulting Victory. 

The primary of Aug. 2 was the big test. 
Pendergast had two major candidates, Fran- 
cis M. Wilson for Governor and Charlies M. 
Howell for Senator. The other senatorial 
candidates, Bennett Clark and Charles M. 
Hay, attacked Howell for his large campaign 
expenditures, but they did not assail Pender- 
gast and-bossism. -There were the days after 
the primary for them to consider. 

State Senator Dearmont, seeking the nom- 


ination for Governor, apparently decided that

For a Policy of Inflation. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: : 
AM for currency inflation, as I be- 
lieve that it is the only way we will 

avoid a dragging period of liquidation. 
A rise in prices to the old pre-war levels 
is the only other alternate to inflation, 
and under the present conditions such a 
rise is impossible. A rise in the price of 
farm products, where a rise would do 
more good than in any other group, 
seems a mere pipe dream when we 
think of the present chaos of the farm 
situation. 

The spider of the current economic 
web is debt-—the spider that has spun 
the web into a hard knot. The per cap- 
ita debt, public and private, was more 
than $1500 in 1929. Practically al) of 
this debt was contracted when prices 
were high; perhaps in 1917 when the 
wholesale price index for all commodi- 
ties stood at 117 (taking 1926 as 100); 
or in 1918 when it stood at 181; in 1919 
at 138; im 1920 (the peak) at 154; in 
1921 at 97, or in- 1929 when the index 
stood at 965. 

Today the index stands at 65! Now you 
can buy two and one-half times as much 
for your dollar, if you have a dollar, as 
you could in 1920. But lof Thig same 
dollar will now buy about three times 
as much farm produce as it would then. 
If we hed } *rrowed a dollar in 1920 and 
it became due now, we would, perhaps, 
repay it with a dollar that would be 
two or.three times as great in purchas- 
ing power. It would be like peying a 
neighbor back with three cups of sugar 
for one. 

For these reasons, I believe that more 
currency should be issued against our 
geld until pricc; rise to at least the 1926 
Jevel. If this were done, we could repay 
our debts with e dollar near the value 
of the one we borrowed. This would 
lighten farm and railroad indebtedness, 
which in itself would be sufficient to 
give us a big boost toward our erstwhile 
prosperity.

By this arithmetic, 
if rates weré put so high that all taxed goods were 
excluded, customs revenues would fall to zero.

In further proof of the innocuous character of the 
Grundy measure, the President cited the fact that 66 
per cent of our imports come in free of duty. That 
is true, but it does not prove what Mr. Hoover wants 
it to prove. The reason that so many imports come 
in duty free is that the tariff is succeeding in exclud- 
ing @ large proportion of the goods which it taxes. 
If our customs were to establish a complete embargo 
on dutiable goods, then 100 per cent of our imports 
would come in free of duty and Mr. Hoover could 
attempt to persuade us that the tariff had disap 
peared entirely. 

The President went on to chide his opponents for 
failing to point to other causes of the depression, 
such as the cost of war, the creation of new bounda- 
ries and new tariff walls abroad, the burden of arma- 
ments, debts and taxes, over-production and revolu- 
tion. Of course, these influences contributed to the 
depression. No Democrat has ever denied it. But 
they are matters entirely outside the economic policy 
of our Government, They are not and cannot con- 
ceivably be at issue in this campaign. Insistence on 
them is no more than an effort to: prove an alibi. 

Nobody has ever contended that the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff was the original cause or the only cause of the 
world depression.. The only issue is whether this law. 
intensified and prolonged a depression which was al- 
ready under way when it was enacted, Informed 
economic opinion is unanimously agreed that it did.

His 


“Europe,” of course, includes France, which was quite | 


as bad an offender as the United States. The fact 
is that the United States and France together, nor- 


mally holding only a third of the world’s gold before’| 


the war, had cornered nearly two-thirds of it by 1931, 


at the expense of Great Britain and the other Eu-} 
ropean states. But for this, the world depression |. 


would have been milder and shorter. 

It is the second post-Grundy phase of the, depres 
sion which has been marked by the greatest contrac 
tion in prices, credit, industry and-trade. Mr. Hoo 
ver himself has pointed this out in other connections. 
Hig assertion that America did not. draw gold from 
Europe (including France) is an evasion—nothing 
more. The rest of the argument is of the same piece. 
Imports of free goods have declined as well as im- 
ports of dutiable goods, says the President. 

Is this to be explained in terms of the tariff? Cer- 
tainly. The impairment of the world credit struc 
ture accomplished by the Hawley-Smoot tariff in- 
escapably communicated itself to all phases of in- 
dustry afd trade. But our imports are only en eighth 
of the world’s imports, counters Mr. Hoover. More- 
over, only a third of these are dutiable; and only a 
quarter of these were subjected to higher rates by the 
act of 1930.. Could an increase of rates on a quarter 
of a third of an eighth of the world's trade be a 
cause of depression? 

Clever—but it is not so clever as it sounds. For it 
leaves out of account the vast volume of trade which 
is completely prohibited by the tariff system; fafls 
to measure the relative significance of goods on which 
duties were advanced and those dutiable at low rates 
or admitted duty free. 


It is to be noted, finally, that the tariff policies. of | 
a creditor nation, particularly of the greatest creditor. 


in the world, which position America occupies today, 
are of tremendously greater significance in the func- 
tioning of the world’s financial machinery than ‘are 
the corresponding policies of a debtor power. A cred- 
itor country’s tariff which continuously excludes 
goods and monopolizes gold may work havoc in the 
world, even if it affects only a quarter of a third of 
an eighth. 

“Let no man say that things could not have been 
worse,” cries the President. Well, perhaps they could 
have been worse. But it is certain that if Mr. Hoover 


had had the courage to veto the Grundy tariff, they

He was one of the commotions of the Mauve 
Decade, and, by that token, a word: of aomewhat 
grateful remeribrance may be written of Boni de Cas- 
tellane, whose death the papers reported -Thursday 
in generous space. He charged upon national atten- 
tion under the unseemly auspices of the foreign suitor 
of an American heiress, Anna, the daughter of Jay 
Gould, who had “gathered gear by every wyle” and 
amassed preposterous millions.

The name of Dewey was unknown outside of naval 
circles; the Philippines were a pink splash on the 
map; Manila was half a world away; Theodore Roose- 
velt was, in his own esteem, a failure—the writer of 
books that no one read; James Whitcomb Riley was 
our poet laureate; Bryan's “cross of gold” was as 
yet an unborn metaphor; John D. Rockefeller Sr. was 
Public Enemy No. 1, though, of course, no such 
patent of ignobility had been devised; Henry Ford 
was an obscure mechanic; Henry Blossom’s “Check- 
ers” was a best seller; a tennis racket was a sissy’s 
badge; Harry Lehr was Newport's Jimmie Walker;

Clarkson and Kelly had been headlined “The $20,000 
Battery”; golf had made its Mayflower voyage, 
folded up and died; Kansas was the grasshopper’s 
paradise; Grover Cleveland burned the midnight 
oil in the White House, and a weary land ached with 
bankruptcy, poverty and unemployment. 

Into this came De Castellane, and what a reception 
he got! He was the talk of the continent. Pulpit 
and press, drawing room and barroom, street car and 
brougham, in cornfield and the city’s clamor—it was 
the personal affair of John J. Everybody and his 
sister Jane, and they thought it was terrible and said 
so unmistakably. 

The Marquis wooed and won, They were married 
and sailed away and lived happy ever afterward for 
some 10 years, during which Boni added magnifi- 
cently to the gayety of Paris.

The Undemocratic 


It is not widely recognized that it is possible for a 
candidate for the presidency to poll a popular major- 
ity, and yet be defeated. This results from the pecu- 
Marities of our electoral college system, under which 
the result is decided, not by popular votes, but by 
state blocks of electoral votes. 

This actually has happened twice in our history. In 
the disputed election of 1876, Samuel J. Tilden was 
finally credited with 4,284,885 popular votes and 
Rutherford B.. Hayes with 4,033,950; yet the electoral 
votes stood: Tilden 184, Hayes 185. There was no 
dispute after the election of 1888, but the candidate 
receiving the greatest number of popular votes was 
defeated. He was Grover Cleveland, who polled 
5,538,233 votes, a plurality of 98,017 over Benjamin 
Harrison, who had 5,440,216. The electoral votes, 168 
to 233, gave no inkling of how close the struggle was. 

The same thing came within 300,000 votes of hap- 
pening in 1916, Wilson’s plurality over Hughes was 
only 691,365 votes, and thus a change of 295,693 
votes from Democratic to Republican would have 
given Hughes a popular majority. Wilson could have 
spared 318,000 votes in two states alone of the solid 
South, Georgia and Texas, and still have had enough 
left to win their electoral votes and the election. 

Yor the sake of hypothesis, let us suppose the un- 
likely event that, in next month's election, one can- 
didate carries the 12 larger states (California, IIli- 
nois, Indiana, Michigan, Massachusetts, Missouri, New 
Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas ani 
Wisconsin) by a margin of 1000 in each. He would 
have 277 electoral votes, or 11 more than necessary 
to elect, and could concede his opponent a majority 
of any number up to their total vote, about 13,500,000, 
in the remaining 36 states. Thus the latter would 
find himself overwhelmingly elected by the people, 
but defeated by their delegated electors. 

By no stretch of imagination can a system that 
offers such @ chance for miscarriage of the citizens’ 
will be called democratic, yet it exists as the method 


of choosing the chief executive of what we fondly 


Electoral College 


The unrepresentative character of the electoral 


system is further shown in how far it falls short of 
reflecting the way the voting goes. In 1928, for in- 
stance, Smith received 41 per cent of the popular 
vote and only 16 per cent of the electoral vote. The 
1912 election gave Roosevelt 28 per cent of the popu- 
lar vote and 16 per cent of the electoral, while Taft 
had 23 and 1% per cent, respectively. 

The electoral college entered our system as a 
means of relieving the people from the responsibility, 
considered too great for them, of choosing their ruler. 
In the Constitutional Convention of 1787, the smaller 
states opposed popular election of the executive, be- 
cause they feared their influence would be outweighed 
by that of the larger states. Also, the majority of 
delegates were distrustful of pure democracy. George 
Mason of Virginia expressed the prevailing opinion: 
“It would be as unnatural to refer the choice of a 
proper character for chief magistrate to the people as 
it would be to refer a trial of colors to a blind man.” 

So far as it concerns setting up a body of wise men 
to deliberate freely on the presidential candidates, as 
the founding fathers intended, the usage has been an 
empty ceremony virtually from the start. What it 
has done is to shut off the election returns into 48 
compartments, from which the weird results already 
mentioned become possible. It is somewhat as if a 
baseball game were decided, not by the total score, 
but by the number of innings captured by one team. 

Since 1889, 54 joint resolutions have been intro- 
duced in Congress to abolish the system, and @ con- 
certed movement against it, led by Senator Norris, 
now is under way. Plus the other objections, Mr. 
Norris points out that it is virtually impossible for 
a third party to perfect the machinery necéssary 
to get its electors on the ballots of all the states, 

As a useless archaism, there are plenty of good 
grounds for shelving the electoral college, But in the 
fact that it has twice and-may again misrepresent 
the will of the people as to their choice of President

HE devastating depression of the past 
T tnree years has caused many to ques- 

tion the very foundations of our eco- 
nomic order. To them, it stands both as a 
challenge and an indictment of present- 
day capitalism. 

Men widely differ in their views as to 
what economic policy we should pursue, 
There are those who. hold that the present 
depression is merely a part of the normal 
business cycle and that, in the normal course 
of events, it is to be expected. This group, 
therefore, stands for capitalism as it is. It 
sees no need for a chan 

A second group holds that the basic prin- 
ciples underlying capitalism are sound, but 
some of their applications are quite out of 
date and should be modified to meet 


this group are quite willing to continue the 
institutions of private property, individual 
initiative and competition. 


A third group finds no virtue in the basic 


principles of capitalism and can see little | 


hope of improvement until the capitalistic 
system is replaced by a scialistic or com-~- 
munistic state, Common owngrship must 
replace private ownership, collective en- 
deavor must take the place of individual 
initiative and a. planned economic society 
must eclipse the competitive system. 
Finally, there are those who desire to con- 
tinue capitalism, but, feeling that the rather 
inefficient and slow-moving processes of 
democracy might allow an overthrow of 
the system and permit the establishment of 
socialism or communism, demand the estab- 
lishment of a dictatorship. They feel that 
the cumbersome parliamentary system 
could be virtually dispensed with and the 
dictator would have free play in making the 
capitalistic system function properly.

Thirty-one per cent of the dwell- 
ing in St. Louis are owned by the 
people living in them, an increase 
of 7 per cent over 1920, when the 
ratio of home ownership was 24 
per cent, it is shown in figures just 
received by the Research Bureau 
of the Chamber of Commerce from 
the United States Census Bureau. 

“While this is a very gratifying 
increase,” the Research Bureau 
stated, “St. Louis is still lagging be- 
hind the average in home owner- 
ship. In the United States as a 
whole 46 per cent of the homes are 
owned by the people living in them. 
Among the 20 largest cities of the 
United States, St. Louis ranks fif- 
teenth from the top in home own- 
ership. Philadelphia is first with 
50.7 per cent; Baltimore seoond 
with 50.3 per cent and Seattle third 
with 49.3 per cent. New York is 
the last with 20.2 per cent.

Largest Number of Those Rented Are in

to $50, Says Census Bureau.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22. — The 


Census Bureau reports that the 
largest number of owned non-farm 
homes in the United States are in 
the group valued between $3000 
and $5000, while the largest num- 
ber of rented homes are in the 


group with a monthly rental _ be- 
tween $30 and $50. 

Of the 10,503,386 owned non- 
farm homes in the United States 
in 1930, 7.6 per cent were valued 
at less than $1000, 10.5 per cent 
from $1000 to $2000, 11.1 per cent 
from $2000 to $3000, 22.3 per cent 
from $3000 to $5000, 21.9 per cent 
from $5000 to $7500, 9:4 per cent 
from $7500 to $10,000, 8.6 per cent

Ynle saved the uprights after a 
terrific struggle that ended on a 
foul when the cadet officers bugled 
the men in gray out of battle and 
into ranks with a commanding as- 
sembly call, but that was all the 
eonsolation there was in thé day 
for the Elis, 

Twice in the second period the 
kid rough riders of the army out- 
it took the bulldog apart in 
ricious, single-handed assaults that 
left Yale as dazed as the 40,000 
spectators, smallest crowd to view 
this spectacle fn post-war history.

HERE was an argument over the right of one of the pistol 
toters to vote.

And Stella Combs, Who Came 
Into Power When the Men Folk 
of Her Kentucky Clan 
Were Killed Off, Hopes 
for Continued Peace 
Though She May 
Extend Her Realm. 


That night Stella Combs visited the widows as they sat dry- 
eyed, with set faces, at their cabin fireplaces, stoic in their 
grief, and tried to comfort the children left fatherless by the 
day's dire doings at Clayhole votin’ house. 

That was the beginning of her leadership, for with the men of 
her kin dead or desperately wounded, only women were left to 
carry on and only she, among all the women there, was quali- 

fied to lead. Doubly qualified, one might say, for she had been 

born a Combs and had married at the age of 12, a Combs, 
Austin Combs, her distant cousin. 

The wounded came back, after a while, but by that time Stella 
Combs was Queen ef her clan and through the years she continued 
to reign, winning the recognition of the Democratic leaders of the 
county and district, known far as the Queen of Barge. 

The title conferred upon her was in recognition of her political 
leadership and her domination of the primitive social life of Barge 
and the other tributaries of Troublesome, near by. A man in her 
place would have been called the Boss of Troublesome. It was more 
in keeping with her picturesque character. to call her Queen. She 
had the confidence of the Democratic leaders of the county ard 
district and they conferred with her concerning the votes of Clay- 
hole Precinct. Before elections she rode horseback up and down 
the creeks rallying the faithful among the Democrats and persuading 
Republicans, if she could, to change their allegiance. It is her 

boast that she convinced many Republicans of the error of their way. 

Campaign funds were at her disposal for such potency as they might add 

to her persuasions. Children orphaned in the frequent killings along the 

creeks were the subjects of her particular care. She found homes for them 
in the large families that are the mountain rule. 

There were murder trials, with Stella Combs marshalling the witnesses and giving 
her own clear testimony, which may have given the Democrats more than their due. 
Four of them were convicted, notwithstanding, though the Court of Appeals in- 
validated the verdicts. Later one of the Republicans was given a short prison term. 

All the remaining cases were finally dropped, a deeply desired consummation that was 
helped along, more or less, by a petition to the court signed by the thirteen indicted 
men, their lawyers and many citizens, setting forth that the battle was just a little 
misunderstanding, among friends and neighbors, on the spur of the moment, and express- 
ing a willingness to have all the cases dismissed, agreeing, if this were done, to let 
bygones be bygones and live in peace and amity ever after. 

There was peace, of a kind, along Troublesome after that. There were killings, to be 
sure, from time to time, but these could be attributed to sporadic exuberance, not 
definitely traceable to “the feelin'’’ that had been left by the votin’ house killings. 
For one thing, the thirty-odd children orphaned at Clayhole were too young to visit 
retribution and the passing years tended to allay hatreds. 


ARGE Creek, however, from then until now, has been the scene of many killings. 
Twenty-five to forty men have been killed up there, officials say, somewhat in- 
definitely, unable to give more exact figures offhand. One thing they remember is that 
in most of the trials the Queen of Barge was a witness for the defense, having .been 
present or near abouts. That is one way, they suggest, that she has held her leadership. 
Barge Branch, it should be remembered, is only about three miles long, from 
its head high on the ridge to its mouth at Troublesome, and the Queen has dom- 
inated its social life. She was born there and lived there all her life until now, 
first at the home of 468 acres up near the. headwaters which she “heired” from 
her father, who died when she was a child, later down near the mouth of the 
creek. She was uneducated, for there were no schools along Troublesome when 
she was a child, but intelligent, and her inclinations were social. Dances were 
frequent at her house as her daughters were growing up. On such occasions moon- 
shine liquor would appear from somewhere and sometimes there were fights and 
occasionally a killing. It may be, as some say, that there were fights and killings 
over her, for her attitude was friendly and she smiled impartially on men who 
acknowledged her leadership. If such a thing did happen, she was sure to be in 
court on the day of trial, swearing valliantly for the defendant, for dead men are 

of no use in the retinue of a Queen. 

Concerning these things the Queen of Barge, now abiding on Shuckybean, avers 
that there has been overstatement. As her memory serves her, there have been only 
a few outstanding killings, after those at Clayhole votin’ house, about which she was 
qualified to testify as an eye witness. It just happened that a man was at her house 
one night when the three Noble boys, Vard, Bill and Buell, dropped in, and as this 
man_had shot their father and as they had been looking for him they took full advantage 
of the opportunity and shot him to death. A good many bullets were fired and she has 
two of them as mementces of the occasion. If a visitor to her home on Shuckybean 
shows any interest she brings them out and tells how she picked them up. 

She was a witness in that case, but there was not much that she could do for the 
defendants, two of whom were given 10 years and the other 21 years. Vard was one 


that got 10 years. After he went to prison his wife was sick and he obtained permis- 


sion to visit her, under guard. 
Vard gave the guard the slip and was at large for some time. Caleb Dunn and 


Miles Hensler, officers, and Logan and John Fugate, volunteers, hunting him, came upon 

him on Lost Creek. He took a shot at them and they put fourteen bullets into him. 

Bill and Buell were still in prison. Then one day a friend came to the Queen 

of Barge and asked her if there was anybody in Prankfort that she would like to get 

out. This friend, it seems, was a friend of a prison official. . She told him yes, 

she would like to get Bill Noble out. He said all right and went away, and

N SPITE of the unremitting search that explor.-. 
ers, naturalists and glorified camera men have 
been making in the jungles of the world for 
closer knowledge—and perhaps possession-——of 
queer and unusual animals, there are still a 
number of species in existence that the ordinary 
individual hears about but rarely and sees prac- 
tically never. F. W. Champion of the Imperial Forest Re- 
serve of India feels that he has demonstrated that fact and 
the reasons for it with the latest photographs he has made 
in the Indian jungles. Four of his photographs are repro- 
duced on this page. 

In the course of his duties Mr. Champion has come 
ncross animals that are so stealthy in their habits that 
even habitues of the jungle do not see them very often. One 
of these is the Indian pangolin. He describes this animal 
briefly as follows: 

“These weird creatures, suggestive of giant, animated fir 
cones, occur sparingly in most of the more jungly parts of 
the plains of India, but they are very nocturnal and are 
rarely seen.”’ 

But the Indian pangolin, together with other species of 
the pangolin found in China and elsewhere, has been ex- 
tremely interesting to the zoologists and naturalists who 
have assembled some information about them, though not 
a2 great deal. 

W. P. Pycraft, the famous English naturalist, in a paper 
recently published in the Illustrated London News, de- 
scribed the body of the pangolin as one “encased in an 
armature of great, horny, overlapping scales.”’ 

“Most people leave it at that,’’ he went on. ‘Even 
learned professors of zoology have failed to solve the rid- 
dle of these scales, though they are more or less in agree- 
ment that they are to be regarded as made up of ‘agglu-. 
tinated’ hairs: that is to say, of hairs welded together. And 
in this they agree with the horns of the rhinoceros. 

“But how and why have these singular structures come 
into being? These are questions which must remain un- 
answered until a microscopic study of the early stages of

The complete se- 
rics will serve as an excellent guide to the 
most precious possessions of the city’s mu- 
seum. The story of the painting follows: 


Today still-life is so commonplace as a 
subject for painting that an exhibition 
without it would probably incite immedi- 
ate query. Parenthetically, a still-life is 
& representation of inanimate objects, 
usually in a studied arrangement: it is 
not a view of a bit of landscape in quiet 
mood. At one time still-life was used 
merely as an accessory in portraits or re-— 
ligious paintings, but in Holland during 
the seventeenth century there came into 
being a new type of composition. More 
than the painters of any other country 
or period the Dutch of the seventeenth 
century delighted in depicting all of the 
intimate domestic scenes with which they 
were surrounded, and it was but a short 
step to the presentation of the scene witb- 
out its occupants. 

Not only does still-life painting of sev- 
enteenth century Holland have a unique 
flavor, but an almost humorous subdivi- 
sion according to cities is apparent. In 
Haarlem, a rich and patrician town, rich- 
ly wrought silver and Venetian glasses in 
a luxurious setting predominate: in Ley- 
den, a university town, books.

one morning about three months after 
the fissure in the earth had first been 
noticed, and saw a hole in the ground 
where none had been before—an ir- 
regular hole about three feet wide. He 
noticed that a line extended from it in 
two directions. He noticed also that a 
neighbor’s garage was partly off its 
foundation; three sides of the founda- 
tion had moved. Investigation dis- 
closed that the small crack which had 
been observed in Shepard street had 
grown to considerable size and ex- 
tended from the sea cliff at Point Fer- 
min Park inland half a block, then 
followed an irregular course through 
the lower part of town to Pacific ave- 
nue and Paseo del Mar, involving 
about five acres of ground. 

Fulton told neighbors of his discov- 
ery. They looked at the menacing fis- 
sure with concern and discussed it un- 
easily. The next morning the crack 
had become perceptibly wider and its 
sides had begun to cave in. Water 
and gas connections with houses start- 
ed breaking. Sidewalks buckled or 
sank. Telephone wires snapped:

Vans were hastily sum- 
moned, other conveyances of various 
kinds were pressed into service, and 
furniture was loaded on.

course, who scoffed at the seri- 

ousness of the situation and 
elected to stay. ‘‘It’s just a little 
movement in the terrain,’’ they said. 
“It won’t amount to much.” 

A few weeks later, however, a 
slight rumbling was heard from some 
subterranean cavity and the fissure 
took on something of the appearance of 
an open subway. A survey showed that 
streets had become eight inches longer. 
Furthermore, the crack had crept on 
into the sea cliffs and sundered them, 
showing that the slide of land was 
colossal. 

“Better get out!"’ came the warning 
from departing residents. 

John C. Shaw, city engineer, hunt- 
ed up a dry oil well in the vicinity and 
dropped a plumb line into it. Yards 
and yards of line were let out. At 
2000 feet the weight encountered an 
obstruction. This led to the theory 
that the gigantic landslide extended to 
base rock, three-fifths of a mile 
straight down in the bowels of the 
earth. Therefore, no power of man, 
with all his ingenuity, could stop that 
part of the earth from moving. 


B UT there were a few persons, of 


Apprehension increased as the win- | 


ter rains set in. Geologist Miller had 
said in his report that the movement 
seaward was likely to continue at the 
rate of slightly more than an inch a 
week, ‘“‘unless seasons of violent rains 
or earthquakes quicken the process.’ 
Well, already the land was moving 
three inches a day——some days—and 
the rains had just started. What if 
there came a heavy downpour for 24 
hours or more which flooded millions 
of cubic feet of water into the fissure, 
where it could work its way down into 
the shale beds and, figuratively speak- 
ing, ‘‘put the skids” under the whole 
area? Wouldn't the entire five acres 
go merrily bumping and sliding away, 
headed in the general direction of the 
Philippine Islands or Hawaii? 

Dr. F. L. Ransome, geologist of the 
California Institute of Technology, 
didn’t lend any great amount of en- 
couragement to the owners of homes 
in the menaced district, either, when 
he said in a report following a sur- 
vey: “The landslide is in an early 
state of development and the move- 
ment is likely to continue.”’

In time the remaining business 
houses and homes were abandoned. 

‘“‘We’ll have to do something about 
the property,’’ said the Mayor. “I 
think we’d better condemn it as being 
rendered worthless through an act of 
God and nominally annex it to Point 
Fermin Park.”’ 

Steps in that direction were prompt- 
ly taken and steps to sue the city as 
promptly followed. The first of these 
suits now are being filed in the courts. 

Breaking up homes, some of which 
had been in use for decades, brought 
sorrow to the occupants. San Pedro is 
one of the oldest as well as one of the 
most flourishing little cities on South- 
ern California’s coast. There aren't 
many expensive residences in the sink- 
ing area, but there are some into 
which the owners had put all their sav- 
ings. These homes had well-kept lawns 
with flower beds, gardens with trel- 
lised vines, and there were some small 
apartment houses, as well as stores. 

There was the Hayward Hotel, run 
by E. P. Hayward, 79 years old, and 
his wife, Helen, 73. The Hayward did 
not enjoy a big patronage, but when 
the ships came in and the sailors were 
given shore leave, they would stop with 
‘‘Pop’’ Hayward and Mrs. Hayward be- 
cause the two made everything seem 
so homelike. 


HE aged couple understood the 
nature of these men who tramped 
around the quaint sea islands 
picking up cargoes of cocoanut oil, 
rubber, hides and dried fish bones. 
Whether they were ‘‘broke’”’ or flush 
with money made no difference to the 
keepers of the hotel. 

When the big crack came in the 
land near Point Fermin, it zigzagged 
from place to place, then headed di- 
rectly toward the spot where the hotel 
rested. Relentlessly it continued, wid- 
ening inch by inch, until it reached the 
structure’s foundation. There, mo- 
mentarily, it stopped. But only mo- 
mentarily. As the slide to the sea 
moved on, a small crack appeared in 
the hotel’s foundation. And began 
widening. 

Pop Hayward looked about him. 
The neighbors had packed up and 
gone. The police had.barricaded the 
avenues leading to his place of busi- 
ness. Trade had vanished. The streets 
were still and deserted, except for 
groups of sightseers. 

The crack beneath the Hayward 
broadened into a gorge and the little 
hotel collapsed. It toppled in the hole, 
beyond all chance of rescue. 

Six months later, the Humane Com- 
mission took charge of ‘“‘Pop’’ Hay- 
ward's body and Mrs. Frances Wel- 
don, one of its members, contributed $5 
as the nucleus of a fund with which to 
pay the expenses of the burial. ‘Pop 
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‘expected to be filed.-: 


Hayward had died as a result of worry 
over the loss of his hotel business, 
leaving his widow virtually destitute. 
Just one of the tragedies of the sliding 
town. 

A strange atillness now pervades the 
condemned sector. It’s a shunned, 
idle area in a busy city. Occasionally 
a dog, remembering its old home, trots 
up to a familiar door, looks searching- 
ly about, but hearing no sound, moves 
on. Or a cat scampers down an alley- 
way, to disappear beneath a porch. The 
uninhabited houses make one think of 
the ghost towns in Nevada and Cali- 
fornia which blazed with din and blare 
when the miners were taking gold 
from the hills. Deserted they are now, 
save for rodents and the winds. 


the City of Los Angeles, of 
which San Pedro is a part, were 
The first of 
these was by Herbert CC. and 
Mabel Pratt, together with J. E. and 
Flora Tucker, seeking to recover 
$60,000 for the loss of an apartment 
house. The city was to blame, they 
held, in that it failed to install 
and maintain sewers, sewer pipes, 
storm drains and conduits and per- 
mitted water and sewage to leak. Be- 
cause of such neglect, they contended, 
“the accumulation beneath the surface 
of the soil resulted in. the undermin- 
ing, disintegration. slipping and sink- 
ing and settling of the land... and 
the cracking and shifting of same... 
rendering it unfit and unsafe.” 

But Deputy City Attorney Kitzmiller 
in reply declared: ‘‘The said subter- 
ranean earth movement was brought 
about by the forces of nature... the 
direction or curtailing of which is be- 
yond human control.”’ 

A decision just handed down by 
Judge Lester P. Roth sustains the 
city’s contention. 

And the ground keeps moving, mov- 
ing slowly, toward the Pacific. At the 
present rate of advance, years may 
elapse before it tumbles into the briny 
waters. On the other hand, it may go 
today, tonight,tomorrow or next week. 
No one can prophesy. The entire area 
has settled from three to five inches, 
and near Point Fermin smal! piles of 
dirt are crumbling into the sea. San 
Pedro, itself, does not worry. The 
town has a population of approximate- 
ly 35,000, and the district which is 
sliding is but a bite out of the greater 
area. It is far removed from the docks 
and wharves where cargoes totaling 
19,000,000 tons, valued at $790,562,- 
489, were handled during the last 
year. It is in plain view of the lin- 
ers which plow in from the Orient 
and of the coastwise steamers which 
come up from the Panama Canal. Some 
day the passengers on these vessels 
may witness the strange sight of a 
town apparently sliding in chaos into 
the ocean—-houses, streets, front yards, 
back yards, trees, gardens and all.
